Activities in the war during the 
past week have assumed more war- 
liké proportions, each day bringing 
forth fresh news of fiercer fighting 
and great destruction on both land 
and sea. 

On the whole the outlook for the 


cause of the allies has brightened con- 
siderably. 

First came the news that the cap- 
ture of Tsing-Tau, a German’ strong- 
hold, by the Japanese and British 
troops. The fall of Tsing-Tau was a 


!| most important event as it took away 


from Germany for keeps an important 
base of supplies in the Pacific. The 
capitulation of the fortress now leaves 
the British and Japanese ships, or at 
least a large portion of those of them 
on duty on the Pacific, free to pursue 
and overcome the German vessels 
which wrought havoc off Coronel a 
few days previous. 

Following close on the fall of Tsing-- 
Tau came the news that the Australi- 
an cruiser Sydney had run down and 
destroyed the German cruiser Emden. 
The Emden was the boat which has 
been doing so much damage pp the 
British lately. ' w a! 

The Sydney sighted the emdei*on 
‘Monday morning. With superior 
speed she at once closed and gave 
battle. The German boat could not 
escape. There was a running fight, 
at the end of which the Emden, burn- 
ing from the shells of the Australian 


The engagement took place in the 
Bay of Bengal and the Emden went 
ashore on an island of the Coco group 
where she burned: The captain and 
most of her crew were saved, although 
it is estimated that over two hundred 
perished. Previous to the engagement 
with the Sydney the Emden cut the 
British cable connecting the Coco Is- 
lands with the outside world. _, 

On land the news from the front is 
of a cheering character. The blows, 
of the Germans against the front of 
the allies are growing weaker, and, 
while they may be renewed in a final 
effort, it seems certain that no suc- 
cessful effort to gain the seacoast can 
now be made by the enemy. 

The Russians have become increas- 
ingly active with the approach of cold 
weather. They appear to have finish- 
ed off thé remnant of the Austrian 
army and they may be expected to 
resume their march to Berlin at an 
early date. It would appear that the 
bulk of the fighting will presently be 
on German territory, and then we 
shail see how the German troops will 
stand up when they see their own 
land being laid waste by the ravages 
of war. : 

Austria’s main army, in Galicia, in 
ifs Yetreat, before the Russians, has 
been surréunded and its escape over 
the Carpathian mountains cut off, ac- 
cording to advices received by the 
Russian embassy at Rome. : 

It is stated that the Austrians must 
accept the challenge of the Czar’s 
forces for a decisive battle or surren- 
der, 

A Russian army, marching toward 
Silesia, has arrived at Mekhov, envel- 
oping the right wing of the German 
army in retreat from Russian Poland. 

A critical stage of the battle in 
West Flanders has now been reached, 
and the next few days, if not hours, 
should produce something more de- 
cisive than has yet occurréd. >, 

The Germans have continued to 
attack with all the force at their com~- 
mand, the British "and Fernch who 
hold the line. between Dixmunde and 
Ypres, but with the exception of the 
capture of Dixmunde, which occurred 
Tuesday, and some little progress 
around Ypres,-they have not been 
able to make any material advance.

|Have Taken Over Redcliff 
Gas & Oil Company’s 
Lands Just West of Towh 
--Already Making Prepar- 


‘Forces Holding |_ 


_ ations to Drill---Will Have 
Derrick Up in Few Weeks. 


According to all reports and judg- 
ing from recent activities, Redcliff is 
soon to become the centre of great oil 
operations. , 

Some time ago a company known 
as the Redcliff Gas and Oil Company 
was formed, and preparations were 
made to start drilling operations on 
their holdings just west of Redcliff 
townsite. In the meantime -Mr. 
Joseph Sutcliff, as head of a Califor- 
nia syndicate, made tempting offers 
to the company for their holdings in 
this district. His offer was accepted 
and now the new company is busy 
getting things in shape jp start oper- 
ations at once. A pary of eminent 
geologists have been out over the 
ground and have reported, as many 
before them have, that prospects for 
oil are more promising hexe than any 
place in the province. These men 
travelled over the country from Atha- 
basca Landing to the boundary be- 
fore arriving at this conclusion. 
Amon! the men interested and who 
have also been over the ground are 
O, G. Devenish, president of the Unit- : 
ed Oils of Alberta, and 0. S, Chap- 
lin, director of the Monarch Oil Co.,, 
and vice-president of United Oils. 

‘So-convinced are these men there 
is oil in this district that they have 
been busy filing on and buying up 
leases until at the present they have

We are informed that it is the in- 
tention of this company to start oper- 
ations as soon as possible, and they 
expect to have the derrick up before 
the snow flies. The first well will be.

They forgot to mention that 
six miles west of the Hat would land 
them right in Redcliff, juat-a few 
miles from where they say the geolo- 
gists claim is the most favorable for 
oil deposits. _We notice the Times is 
and always has been very anxious to 
get and hold subscribers in this neck 
of land six miles west of the Hat.- 
When they send their papers out here 
every morning they address them.

United States, 

While we think that so far as 
possible all goods and ejuipment 
for the British army should be 
purchased within the Empire, 
yet the question of horses is one 

’ that has two sities to it. There 
»may be thousands of ranch 
horses in wetsern Canada, and 
they may be the proper breed 
and size, but are they broke and 
in proper condition for war pur- 
poses. It-is just as essential 
that a soldier have a good, well 
‘trained horse as it is that . he 
have good arms. and be well 
trained himself. The , best 
trained soldiers in the world, 
with the best equipment, would 
be useless on a bucking rattle- 
pated broncho. 

It would be suicide to send a 
bunch of horses to the front 
which had gnly been halter broke 
a few days before the purchas- 
ing officer saw them. This kind 
of horses would demoralize our 
men quicker than the bullets of 
the enemy. Canadian soldiers 
had oné experience with that 
class of horses during the Boer 
war, and we are told by one who 

was in that engagement that 
great inconvenience and hard- 


ships were experienced with’ 


them 'while in, training here be- 
fore going to the front. ‘Sever- 


- al of these animals had to be 


culled out.

LOOKING AHEAD 

In dealing with “the boys” 
in these columns last week we 
mentioned the importaricé: of 
getting them interested in gar- 
dens and agriculture as Canada, 
and especially western Canada, 
must depend very much for its 


tural, development. 

Since then we notice that the 
Hon. J, R. Boyle, minister of ed- 
ucation for this province, has 
announced his‘ programme for 
special government grants for 
the different lines of work taken 
up in the schools. His report 
states that while assistance is 
given for instructién ‘in manual 
training and household science, 
special emphasis is placed on in- 
struction in agriculture and gar- 
dening. 

At the present time the great 
question that confronts most of 


our boys who are now in the 
higher rooms at school is: “what 
am I going to be, what trade or 
profession will I follow?” . 
With all the inventions of the 
past century and the accom- 
panying development and pro- 
gress this question should not 
be so hard to decide now as it 
was in the time of the past gen- 
eration when there were com- 
paratively few trades to choose 
from.’ It was only a compara- 


tric cars and electric lights 
were unknown — men. hadn’t 
even seen a bicycle. The type- 
writer was’ ‘yet to be inventea 
and stenographers were yet to 
come, In, those days they 
could not hear grand opera stars 
on a gramaphone or even strike 
a match, both were unknown. 
They- had not: talked over the 
phone or raged at “central.” 
Bridges and plows were made of 
wood, and thirty storey _build- 
ings were ° unh of. Anes 
thetics were still } be. discover- 
ed—a man couldn’t have his leg 
‘lamputated and not feel it. Auto- 
mobiles and air ships were un- 
dreamed of, and natural gas was 
still awaiting discovery. These 
latter, with electricity, we aré 


All these open up new avenues 
of employment and trades un- 
known when some of the par- 
ents of today were boys facing 
this same problem. 

Agriculture, too, was in its 
infancy, at least as far as Can- 
ada was concerned, and now it 
also is opening up positions for 
young men and women in our 
schools and colleges. This. leads 
us to what we started out to say. 
Although at the ‘present time 
there may not be any great de- 
mand for agricultural, teachers 
in our town and city schools, the 
time is undoubtedly coming in 
‘lberta, as it did in Manitoba 
and other older provinces when 
there will be. As the rural dis~- 
tricts develop and become thick- 
ly populated, then will come the 
question of central or consoli- 
dated schools where the country 
children can have the same ad- 
vantages as the town children. 
Then, too, will come the demand 
for agricultural teachers. 

In older provinces when that 
stage of their development did 
arrive they found they had ah 
abundance of graduates of agri- 
cultural colleges capable .of 
teaching that line but nothing

Prisoners of War 
Employed in Parks 


“The government at Ottawa is work- 


man and Austrians whoywill be in- 
terned as a result of the régistration 
which is now progressing. The gov- 
ernment doed not wish to confine such 
prisoners, and. particularly Germans 
and Austrians who are simply out of 
work, in Canadian prisons, but’in 'con- 
centration camps, if possible. The 
proposal which has met with the most 
favor and which will likely be adopt- 
ed, is that of utilizing their labor in 
the federa’ and provincial parks cut- 
ting wood and clearing brush: 

This means that in Ontario they 
would be put to work jn Algonquin 
park, and in the west in Banff park 
and Jasper park. General Sir Will- 
iam Otter, who is in. complete charge 
of the work, will make a report on the

CANADIAN BOYS 
IN OLD COUNTRY 
Most of the London’ correspondents 
of the United States hewspapers paid 
their first vivit to Salisbury Plain, at- 
tracted by the presence of King 
Gedrge and Queen Mary to inspect the 
Canadians. 
“Salisbury Plain is, exactly like any 
country you see in Canada,” said a 
Canadian offi¢er to an American cor- 


respondent. “It is typical of Alberta 
or Saskatchewan,” 


The officer ‘has just arrived at the 
camp but the men who have been there 
a fortn’ght said that there was one 
great difference between England and 
Canada and they complained loudly 
about it as they sat around a stove in 
the big Green Young Men’s Christian 
Association tent of Pond Farm, there 
more than 10,000 are encamped. 

“We have seen more rain in the last 
two weeks than we see in Canada in 
six months and that is a great differ- 
ence,” they said. It is 20 miles from 
the old English town of Salisbury to 
the camp. The last ten miles are over 
roads which are one continuous mud- 
slide. The big motor transport wag- 
ons have ‘churned the tracks to sludge 
poodling a foot deep. 

Twelve thousand letters a day are 
sent out of camp, directed to Canada 
also a few people across the Atlantic 
are being told about it. The principal 
things wanted by the Canadians are 
pens, ink- and paper with which to 
write home. They are the greatest 
letter writers of the British army. The 
little tables are crowded with men who 
are forever directing envelopes with 
“Canada” written at the bottom, 
though some put “U. S. * " there in- 
stead. 

The men sometimes habe things 
which the canteen is apparently un- 
able to supply—tooth powder and 
paste for instance. Thousands of tins 
have been sold in the marquees in 
which little shops have been estab- 
lished. The prices are kept very. low. 
“and the Canadians are surprised at 
what they can buy for a shilling. They 
are very fond of chocolate but when 
they ask for chewing .gum they do 
not get it, for there is none to be hady 

They buy a great deal of brass pol- 

‘igh for the buttons on their uniforms, 
and,“as many of them have colds, or 

‘ ing to the wet, they are forever ask- 
ing for patent cough mixtures com- |: 


mon in Canada, but whose very names | 


are unknown in England. - 
There are only two women in the | 
whole camp of 32,000. They take 


charge of the shop in the green mar- 
quee at Pond Farm and serve out 
chocolates, caridies, .soap, handker- 
chiefs and towels. The men have 
bought many little oil stoves to warm 
themselves, as they sit in eee own 
tents. 

Visitors to the camp have been 
struck by two things besides the con- 
tinuous mud. The first is the good 


class of men represented in the Can- 


adian contingent—their education and 
social’ behayior and their. pleasant 
and cheerful ‘manners. Rowdyism 
appears almost unknown ‘and they are 
neither cocksure nor unduly meek. 
Respecting themselves they look for 
consideration from, others’ and they 
get it. 


The second point noted is upon the | 


quality of. horses they have brought 
over. They are different from the 
English bteeds, seeming lighter and 
quicker on their feet. 

There is a library in camp for the 
use of which a fee of three pence (six 
cents) is charged. The ‘stories of W. 
W. @acobs. are in greatest demand. 
“The soldiers’ book ‘of ninety camp 
songs,” price 2 cents, has been sold by 
the thousands.

In town districts the encour- 
agement of instruction in household 
science and manual training receives 
special attention, while that in agri- 
culture and its related sciences is al- 
so provided for. In the cities the 
development of night class instruction 
technical day classes.

Substantial aid 
is given also for the communities, 
particularly in the industrial and 
mining centres. :
